This is a collection of exercises in English. A few of the exercises 
have been chosen from standard works by English and American 
writers and adapted to suit the needs of our boys and girls. Direc- 
tions and instructions are given at the beginning of almost all the 
exercises. In order to enable the students to understand them a few 
models have been worked out. 

The exercises are more or less graded. Each exercise cau be 
worked out in class within a period of school work, not exceeding 
30 minutes. 

I am sure the use of this book in the classroom will eliminate 
the waste of a good deal of precious time now spent in writing 
exercises on the blackboard and having them copied by the pupils 
in their books. Space is provided in the book itself for the work- 
ing of the exercises. It is advisable that they be done in pencil, in 
the first instance, so that mistakes may be easily erased. Ink may 
be used if the teachers so desire. Most of the exercises have been 
chosen with a view to eradicating some of the commonest errors

If we use pronouns for the nouns to save repeating the same nouns over and 


over again, the sentence will sound better.

All the words in italics are used instead of nouns, and so they are pronouns.
